Cost Approximately £500,000, 
Tho approximate cost of the road 
is £600,000,- and about 800 men 
have been employed i in its’ construc- 
tion.

It branches off 
from the: Oban road ino great 
sweeping curve, from’ which one 
can get o superb view down Strath- 
fillan to the village of Crianlarich, 
tucked in at the foot of Ben Mora 
and Stobinian.
